sacre.” And it adds, to read the Louis. 
ville Cour'es-JouRgsat nowadays, one 
might inter that there bad never becn any 
Libby, Andcrsonyi"e and Millen, with 
their vile prison pens.” 

This is very touching. It s ems traly 
loyal end re)izious; but it appe ls to the 
ear only. It is sound, not scene. Its 
foundation is false and its logic is worse 
than false. 

What hes Seer ™an's butchers 7 * 
dian wormmcn cud eue eu te do with the 


barbarities alleged aza‘nsi the rebels? Does 
the sin laid at the door of the rebels go up 
to Gop ie extenvation of Susepay's 
guilt? Is S KAAN less of a brute because 
the rebels are charged with having been 
brut :? 

Tbe Commercial Advertiser is wroth 
with us because, in common with the 


whole civili ed world, we were shocked 
by the Piegan massacre, and because, be 
ing shocked, we ezpres ed in unmeasured 
terms our detestation of the authors of 
that cowardly and bloody busincss, Why 
should we not se express ourselves? Is it 
not the mission of a free pre’) everywhere 
to speak fearlessly of wrong-domg and 
wrong-docrs? Would the Commercial 
Advertiser have us stand dumb-moathed 
before atrocities which actually startle hu- 
man nature Or does it indorse the bloody 
work? 

We take it for granted that it does not; 
and, if u does not, is should remember 
that we are as innocent of the charges it 
makes against the Confcdcraics es it can 
possibly be of the charges we have brought 
against General Su an DAN. It any Union 
soldiers were siarved in the South we did 
not starve them; and we submit that it is 
an attack upon Susan and not a de- 
fense to try to offset his cold-hearied bar- 
barity on the frontier—ea barbarliy mon 
strous enough to completely tarnish all the 
tinsel he ever got for being a tast rider— 
with the old, wora-out ftalschoods that 
used io pass current among excitable and 
credulous Northern people.

It might have been 
bitter, and therefore node able asa pro 
test, like Gamrsavpi's raid upon the priest- 
hood, or witty and readable, like Arour's 
“King of the’ Mountains.”” Bat it could 
hardly bave been the successful novel 
which it was, depicting in « somewhat 
slovenly English s.yle but with excoed'ag 
warmth of coloring and humorous detail 
the aspec.s of plantation hile; the generous 
master; the kind mis:ress; the comical 
darkies; the crue! ove:scer; m a word, the 
lights and shadows, the po sibilities as well 
as the realities, of slavery. The book was 
not s.aLed with vlan, nor the action of 
the story checked by moral platiiades or 
stupid socialisiic di.courses. The good in 
Southern lite preponder tea. The light 
hero of the story is a Southern gentleman. 
The drollery is given over to an old maid 
‘com New England and a little comical no 
gress. Thee is no exagreratien anywhere 
that is not legitimaie in all fiction; whilst 
the power, paihos aud truth with which 
the Very common-place and familiar figures 
of Leores and U NCLE Tom are drawn out, 
just'fied m every respect the immense pop 
ularity which the story achieved. The 
South iiselt gave it its politica! significance 
by piece of blundecring stupidity, tor 
which the cukare of the South was 
by mo means re-ponsible. It bb oe 
curious fact, which we have tested to 
our entire satis: ac.'on, that those who were 
most earnest and persistent in the denun- 
ciatjons that oaly served to adver.ise the 
book never read it. The present gcnera- 
tien knows little about it; and, we may

The 
laiicr opip‘on creates greater surprise in 
the North than in the South, where it will 
hardly be disputed. But the diverse crit- 
c'sm to which we have been subjected in 
boch fosiances may serve as the frame 
work for two or three edditional notions, 
german to the subject, which we propose 
to bang out to the sun. 

There exisis not -r - gennine and 
mutual mi conceptlon be.ween the culture 
ot the Norch ava Svath—which would not 
oa either case be genume culiure if it 
wanted a thorongh cocmopoliten spirie 
but a lack of wordly wisdom and business 
discernment on the pari of write and 
publis bers of both sections of the Union. 
In literature, which is meant to be stand- 
ard, there ought to be no poliiics. As 
soon as poliiics is introduced into literary 
material, no matter how good the writing 
may be in other respects, it loves iis ariis- 
tic purpose, and becomes either partisan, 
local or transitory, or all combined, and 
Io es ite permanent and substantial value. 
Again, there us little or no favor obseryod 
in tie publication of books. Publishers 
undertake books as editors accept contri 
butions, becavse of certain merits real or 
supposed. It is a ques.ion of business, to 
be decided by the discretion, not the feel 
ing, ot the publisher or editor. If he ac 
cepts a bad thing and rejccis a good one, 
he must take the consequences. Thus it 
ig never b‘s interest to turn away that 
which is good. Buthere the question of 
inirlpsxc merit comes in contact with the 
question of availability and marketable 
value, and on the e points authors are the 
poorcst of all judges. There used to be a 
story floating about Pall Mail and the 
Strand that Twackeray had to hunt a 
long while for a publisher for “Vanity 
Fair.” The fact is cited as a sample of the 
siupidity of publishers. But it is nothing 
of the kind. “Vanity Fair’ must have 
made an imposing bulk in MSS, and up to 
that time Taackeray had not been very 
lucky in his ventures. He had, however, 
the ireest accers to the publishers, and 
found a good one at last. The book itself 
was an experiment. lu oon author was 
not sure of it. The obstacles which he met 
were those which be might have met in 
any enterprise. About the same time 
Cyanitotre Browste, daughter of an ob- 
scure country parson, and without any 
literary or business knowledge, was bur- 
rowing under the literary suriace, aad she 
had even fewer obstacics thrown in her 
way than the wellknown and worldly 
man of letters, because her wares were of 
more obvious market value and somewhat 
less portentous in their aspect. The history 
ot success ul authorsbip does not bear out 
the cant of Writers against publishers: and 
in the experience of unsuccessiul author- 
ehip we necd look for nething but disap- 


polutment. This may be very sad, but is 


no more the fault of the publishers than 
the public. A few examples might, per- 


haps, be given of critical injustice done to 
writere on account of their origin or their | 


antecedents or their opinions. Two Irish 
poets of merit, Tous Davis and Jans 
CLarENce MANGAN, are not recognized in 
London, and, perhaps, their exclusion may 
have been due to their standing as Catho- 
lics and rebels. But they are equally un- 
known in this country, where these attn- 
butes ought rather to advance them in 
popular cctecm. The truth is, they were 
very sweet poets, indeed—like the late

Bo much for the complaint of Southern 
writers. Northern editors make an equally 
thougbtlcss mistake when they gauge 
their estimate of Southern culture by the 
ebullitons of Southern ignorance. Ii is 
undoubtedly true that there are, according 
to the population, a greater number of In- 


tors to gratiiy their propensities, while 
the same cles in the North ts obliged to 
earn its Nivel*hood end has no time for 
dawdlirs. But the culiure of the South, 
like tht of the North, is of a diferent ilk; 
tt does mot take to writing doggere!l nor 
rhapeodizing; tt fs in no cort partisan or 
provincial; and it reads the poetry of Mr. 
W arrrrer with relish whonever it appeals 
to those touches o/ nature which make the 
whole world kin, rejecing it when it w 
merely narrow and fz, orant, as it must be 
when it deals with topics about which the 
writer takes his inspi:ation at sccond-bhand. 
Had Mr. Wurrr. 2a lived in the ouch he 
might not have been less of an aboli.lonsmt 
than he is, but he would bave written bet- 
ter “Songs of Frec dom.“ His pariicon poo- 
try is strony, but it is overstrained end 
unnatural. Not so with his New Eagiand 
poems. They sre rich wi.) local color and 
local tones, thousht-pictures and word- 
pictures which will live always. The dit 
ference between his “Songs of Fresdom” 
and his Songs and Ballads of New Eng 
land” is just the difference beiweon 3 
pineapple plucked green in Loui_iana and 
earried to Maaechusetis and the pinean 
ple, ripe and juicy, as i; comes fragrant 
and dripping trom its pcrent sten 

This is the tcst to be applied to all sort 
of literary matter: It must be racy of the 
soil, indigenous, sincere in its origin and 
purpo e. probable in its body and method. 
Look at the writing of Hawrnoans, how 
aifferent {rom that of Horus, and both 
relating to the same loog}ities and race of 
men; and the writings of Denne, Gone 
Erior and TWacxeray, all English and 
unlike; and of Auma and Sr 
cey; end of OcrAve Front., Dumas, 
Ji», and Groner SAN what is is that, in « 
dress of English words, marks such char- 
-acteris,‘c distinations? There is so such 
difirence in the writings of Deen 
Evass and Sriys~~~ 9938, jr., Kun 
Br.. and Nu Boytiine. Isn't the 
reason Obvious? And fs it not apparent 
that it procecds les from ihe wmieriorisy of 
style and diciion which distinguishes the 
latter class, Whose verbal eiogances are 
quite dazzling, than irom a thorough want 
of the elements we have described as es- 
sential to artise exccilence? Literature, 
like journalism, should be representative; 
and this is the foundation of the opinion 
we have so oficn expressed, that the old 
literary forms, having exhausied them- 
selves, are to be supplanted entirely by 
journalism, Which is the new form in which 
popular culture is hencejorward to cast 
elf. Meanwhile, however, we shall lose 
Thothing by understanding that which ex- 
ists, aud we throw out these rough hiatsia 
that direction, confide gt that they are based 
upon sound principles of criticism and 
actual iecis. 


A Sad Case of » 

Gen. SGERMAN'S pover.y compels bim 
te oppose any reduciion of army salaries, 
especially his own. He declares that he 
can't live in Washington City on a smalier 
salary than be is now getting, which is 
$18,780 a year. He says he has spent his 
money treely in entertaining his falends and 
expects to do it again. Therefore, to re 
duce his salary would be an outrage on 
the part of Congress.

And 
now, let those say who have tried it, 
whether it is poscible for a respectable 
person, with but three hundred thousand 
dollars in real estate, to subsist either io or 
out ot Washington on less tian eighteen 
thousand seven hundred and eighty dol 
lars a year without starving to death in 
six weeks.
